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Report of the Selectmen 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Eliot: 


A Selectman’s job is a lesson in community 
spirit, fair play, selflessness, humility, and a great 
responsibility toward his fellow man.

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IMPORTANT 


All Taxpayers Should Read the Following Require- 
ments and Comply With Them. 


Chapter 92, Section 36 of the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1954 requires the Assessors to give notice 
to bring in lists of taxable property; if no lists are 
brought in, NO CLAIM FOR ABATEMENT. 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors 
shall give seasonable notice in writing to the inhab- 
itants by posting notifications in some public place 
in town, or shall notify them in such other way as 
the town directs, to make and bring in to them true 
and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, 
of which they were possessed on the first day of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, or any non-resident owner after being 
reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does 
not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his 
right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for an abatement on his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident own- 
ers may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or given 
by any other method that brings notice home to the 
taxpayer.” 


In accord with the above, all resident and non- 
resident taxpayers are hereby requested to bring 
into the assessors true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all of their estates, real and personal, as of April 
1, 1960. The mailing of this copy of the town report 
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to non-resident taxpayers will be considered a rea- 
sonable request as required by the law. 


The polls of all persons who have attained the 
age of 70 years are now exempt under Chapter 91A, 
Section 10, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954.

The assessors will be in session at the Municipal 
Offices on the 6th and 7th of April, from 7 p.m. to 
9 p.m. for the purpose above stated. 


ATTENTION DOG OWNERS 


Chapter 100, Section 10 of the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1954, requires: “On or before the first 
day of April of each year, the owner or keeper of 
any dog six months old or over shall apply to the 
city or town clerk either orally or in writing, for a 
license for each such dog owned or kept by him.’’ 


Chapter 100, Section 13 of the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1954, notice: ‘““Whoever keeps a dog con- 
trary to the provisions of Section 9 to 28, inclusive, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 to 
be recovered by complaint before any trial justice 
or municipal court in the county where such owner 
or keeper resides.”’

To the Selectmen of Eliot: 


Due to the complexity of the many problems 
involved, the Planning Board is still in the process 
of preparing a type of zoning plan for the Town. 


We find that preparing a zoning plan for a 
town such as Eliot presents many problems, such 
as the following: 


1. We have no definite residential area. 

2 We have no definite commercial area. 
2 We have no definite recreational area.

We have no definite industrial area. 


However, we do have all of the areas mention- 
ed above intermingled to make up a very fine town. 


During the past year, many residents of Eliot 
have expressed concern pro and con in regard to 
zoning. 


On advice received from legal counsel and 
other professional men in this field, we feel that a 
mild form of zoning, tempered to fit all residents, 
that is; giving protection to property owners, but at 
‘the same time not too restrictive, would be the 
answer. 


We hope to have a practical program worked 
out and ready for presentation in the not too distant 
future.

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concerned for their interest and comments during 
the past year.

. The librarian submits the following report to 
the selectmen and the citizens of Eliot. 


It has been a good year in the William Fogg 
Library. The circulation of books and magazines 
this last year was 15,852 — the largest since I have 
been librarian. There has been a steady increase in 
the number of patrons. 123 new cards were signed 
half of which were juveniles. 414 books were added 
to the library. 10 of these were memorial books; 
85 others were gifts from individuals, publishing 
houses, the government and The Garden Club and 
the Melody Club. The memorial books were given 
in memory of Harold Marston, Miss Elizabeth 
Bartlett, William Kennard and Dr. James K. P. 
Rogers and Angie Dame Rogers. 


The librarian wishes to thank all those who 
have given new books to the library. She also wishes 
to thank those who have given used books for the 
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Annual August Sale. The income from these books 
helps us to buy more new books for the library. 


There has been increased co-operation with the 
schools this year. A new experiment is being tried 
with the grade schools. Bus drivers have taken 
boxes of books to the three grade schools for pupils 
from grade 3 through 8. This enables boys and girls 
who cannot conveniently come to the library to take 
books from the school and return them there. i 
greatly appreciate the cooperation of Mr. Freese 
and the teachers. 


Again with the help of Mr. Freese and the bus 
drivers, we continue to have a story hour every 
other Wednesday for grades 1 through 4. A fine 
group of mothers take turns telling the stories. The 
average attendance is 19. The Summer Reading 
Club during the vacation continues to hold their in- 
terest. 


Many High school students are making more 
use of the reference room in the library. This is sup- 
plemented by books from the State Library. I have 
sent for over 100 books to help students with their 
‘“‘research papers’. 


The Friends of the Library have had four in- 
teresting meetings and sponsored National Library 
Week with an attendance of over 150 at their open 
house and tea. National Library Week will be from 
April 3 to 9 this year and will be in charge of “The 
Friends’. 


The Garden Club provided garden flowers dur- 
ing the summer and decorated the library for 
Christmas. This was appreciated and enjoyed by 
all our visitors. 
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In August, 1959, the trustees appointed Mrs. 
Wm. Murphy Jr. as assistant librarian. She has been 
a great help in the library work. We have a building 
to be proud of and we are trying to meet the needs 
of all our patrons. We invite all citizens of Eliot to 
use the library. If you have never visited us, come 
in and get acquainted. The library hours are Wed- 
nesday and Saturday from 2-5 and 6:30-8:30.

Assessors of Eliot 
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Eliot Fire Department Report 1959 


I herewith submit my annual report for the 
Eliot Volunteer Fire Department. 


First I would like to thank the officers and men 
of the Fire Department and the town officials for 
their cooperation throughout the year. 


We had twenty-five local and four out-of-town 
calls for “Mutual Aid.” Eleven of these fires were 
during the month of April. 


A Ladies Auxiliary was formed this year. They 
meet once a month at the fire station. 


The Junior Firemen have been in operation 
now for a year. They have been a great help to us 
in fighting numerous fires. This fall they received 
a very extensive course from the State Forestry De- 
partment on “Forest Fire Fighting.” 


The fire station on Main Street has been com- 
pletely painted on the outside, and the upstairs 
meeting room has been redecorated. Our hall’s ap- 
pearance has been greatly improved by the addition 
of curtains supplied and hanged by members of the 
Ladies Auxiliary. 


Twelve of our firemen attended the N. H. State 
Firemen’s School. This school was sponsored by the 
N. Hl. State Fire Chief’s Club, and was held at Fitz- 
william, just outside of Keene, N. H. Our firemen 
attended this school on their own time and at their 
own expense. We hope that more of the members 
will be able to participate next year. We will also 
have a course at the local fire station this year. It 
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will be given by the State Forest Warden. The topic 
to be studied will be “Forest Fire Fighting.” 


Through the auspices of our local Civil Defense 
Director we were able to get a 300W portable light 
generator and a 1952 International truck. The truck 
is being converted into a tank truck to take the place 
of the older tanker. The capacity of the tank will 
be approximately eight hundred gallons. This con- 
version work is being done by our men. 


The New two channel radios have been install- 
ed and the two old sets are being converted to meet 
the new Federal Communications Commissioner’s 
standards. One of our channels is on the State of 
Maine fire emergency band, the other channel is a 
combination band — Portsmouth, Dover, Newing- 
ton, Rye, N. H. — So. Berwick, Kittery and Kittery 
Point will be on this band sometime this summer. 
This will speed-up our Mutual Aid responses tre- 
mendously. 


The new siren is ordered and should be install- 
ed by now. We hope to be able to alert a much 
larger area with this new alarm. 


The State Fire Inspector has made a complete 
inspection of all schools, service stations, Town Hall, 
rest home, and homes that board state children. He 
made a few recommendations for fire preventions. 
These recommendations have been carried out. 


We hope during the spring that the Kittery 
Water District will be able to overcome the trouble 
we’ve had with Langley Lane and Fore Road hy- 
drants. | | 
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Our “Red Phone System” has been extended. 
The phones are at the fire station, Mac’s Service 
Station, and at the homes of Mr. George Shapleigh, 
Mr. Malcolm Davis, and Chief Elwyn Zamarchi. In 
an emergency call ID 92-1355. All five of these 
phones ring simultaneously, thus insuring you of in- 
stant response. There is a button at each phone 
which activates the alarm. The “Red Phone” should 
be used for emergency only! We receive Many un- 
necessary calls that could tie up the system in case 
there is an emergency. |

for the splendid cooperation rendered me by my 
colleagues, town officials, and the general public.

Report of the Eliot Health Council 


To the Citizens of the Town of Eliot, Maine. 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Eliot 
Health Council: 


Members of the Eliot Health Council have 
voted the sum of $200 throughout the past year to 
equip a clinic room in the primary school. The pur- 
pose of the project was to assist the town in meeting 
standards of accreditation as set by the state 
through a clinic room. 
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Although the council realizes the use of the 
room for any length of time is uncertain, it was felt 
that any service and equipment we could furnish 
for the benefit of our children warranted our inter- 
est and efforts. 


The monthly meetings of the Child Health Con- 
ferences have continued throughout the year with 
Dr. Thomas S. Conroy, attending physician, assisted 
by Mrs. Marea L.:Clements, public health nurse, and 
Mrs. Harry A. Walker R.N., conference chairman, 
supervising the clinic. 


The dental health program was carried out last 
year with the program running into the summer 
months due to thé shortage: of a dental hygenist. 
Mrs. Rufus G. Jasper, dental chairman, has applied 
for a 1960 contract, and it is hoped that an earlier 
date may be set if a hygenist is available. 


Under the chairmanship of Mrs. Kenneth 
Moulton, assisted by Mrs. Wilbur H. Place and Mrs. 
Robert W. Allain, 173 pupils were given physicals 
by Dr. Conroy in the school physical program. 


May we remind the citizens that we have avail- 
able for their use a loan closet where families ex- 
periencing illness may borrow hospital beds, wheel 
chairs, crutches, and other sick room equipment. 
Mrs. Charles E. Powell is chairman and may be con- 
tacted at any time. 


During Diabetic Week in November, 301 urine 
specimens were tested with the results being one 
positive and ten questionable cases reported. Of this 
total were 153 school children who participated in 
the program. ; 


The council recently went on record as approving

Report of Health Officer 


To the Selectmen and the Citizens of Eliot: 


' I herewith submit my report for the year end- 


ing January 31, 1960. 


The number of communicable diseases report- 
ed during the past year are as follows: chickenpox 
5, measles 1, scarlatina 1, scarlet fever, 2, mumps Bi 
german measles 2, infectious hepatitis 1 and 6 dog 
bites were also reported. I cannot emphasize en- 
ough, the importance of reporting these diseases. 


During the year of 1959 and 1960 several new 
changes have taken place in your health depart- 
ment. I obtained the services of Dr. Thomas Conroy, 
M. D., of Portsmouth, N. H., as physician to assist 
me in my work. He is available for the clinics and | 
at other times requiring the advice of a physician. 
I have made myself available in the school two 
mornings a week, Monday and Thursday from 8:15 
a.m. until 9:30, for the parents who wish me to sign 
health certificates for admission to school, problems 
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the teachers have, and conferences with the prin-’ 
cipals. 


At the annual clinics which were held last 
spring the following immunizations were given: 
Diptheria, whooping cough, and tetanus 79, small- 
pox vaccinations 26, first, second, and third polio 45. 
This year I am planning to hold my first clinic in 
February and the usual immunizations will be given 
plus first, second, third, and fourth polio. 


The Health Council has given the equipment 
to outfit the clinic room of the Primary school which 
I use for my work. The schools are enjoying the use 
of this room. The Red Cross of Eliot has also order- 
ed a complete First Aid Cabinet to be kept in this 
room and used as necessary for the schools. 


On December 12th the State Department also 
approved my reappointment of Daniel Kroska as 
Plumbing Inspector and Wesley Remick as Alter- 
nate for the year. 


I would like to thank Dr. Thomas Conroy, M.D., 
the teachers and principals of the schools, the 
Health Council, Mrs. Clements, the former Health 
Officer, the selectmen and the citizens of the town 
for their help in making my first year a successful 
one. I look forward to future contacts with these 
wonderful people.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is 
to provide nursing service to people at home, at 
school, and in clinics, so that individuals. families 
and the community as a whole will be helped to 
achieve and maintain optimum health. Public health 
nursing is one of the basic health services that con- 
tribute to a healthy and happy way of life. 


Counseling in the home is without doubt the pub- 
lic health nurse’s greatest contribution whether it 
is to the mother before her baby is born or after he 
is half-grown, or to adults with health problems. 


Keeping the individual and the family well is her 
aim. For this reason we hold monthly child health 
conferences and school physical examinations for 
seemingly well children. We confer with teachers 
and visit homes to help iron out physical and emo- 
tional problems. 


Twelve child health conferences were held this 
past year. Forty-two babies and 108 preschool chil- 
dren made 251 visits for examinations and immuni- 
zations, by doctor T. S. Conroy of Portsmorth. The 
new four-in-one whooping cough, diphtheria, teta- 
nus, and polio vaccine was introduced in August. 
This saves the baby at least two inoculations in the 
completed series of immunizations for these di- 
seases. 

Statistics for 1959 are as follows:

Whooping Cough 46 43 boosters 
Diphtheria 46 43 boosters 
Tetanus 46 43 boosters

aim for the School health program in grades three 
and six. 


Of the 110 pupils in these two grades examined 
at school, 17 were accompanied by their parents. 
Other parents are missing an Opportunity to talk to 
the doctor about the children’s physical conditions.

Elevated Blood Pressure 

Wax in the Ears 

Heart Murmurs 

Kar, Nose and Throat Defects 


Sixty-three athletes and students of grades nine 
through twelve were also examined making the 


pleted. 


Visual] acuity has been rechecked by the nurse 
at the teachers’ requests. Any whom we felt needed 
a more thorough examination were reported to the 
parents. Serious conditions have been found and 
needed care given. 
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Hearing tests with the audiometer will be given 
early in the new year. The State, Maine Medical 
Center, York County Tuberculosis and Health Asso- 
ciation and New Hampshire clinics have been used 
when needed. 


A successful Diabetic Detection clinic was car- 
ried out through the efforts of your Eliot Health 
Council which gives valuable service to your town. 


It is wisely said that public health is people, 
who are so concerned with good health for them- 
selves, their neighbors, and their community that 
they work for this priceless possession. This wise 
saying guides us well, for nowhere in our State do 
we have the number of public health nurses we need 
to give all the services we would like to give. It fol- 
lows, then, that a successful public health nursing 
program does, and indeed should, depend largely 
upon the interest, support, and volunteer work of 
the local people, individually and through organ- 
ized group effort. The public health nurse gives di- 
rectly those services that require her special profes- 
sional nursing skills and gives leadership and coun- 
sel to the townspeople in developing, cooperatively, 
the health programs most suitable for their own 
community. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the health 
council, Doctor Conroy, and all those who have help- 
ed make this program a success. |

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Eliot: 


In compliance with Paragraph 8, Section 87 of 
Chapter 41 of the Revised Statutes of 1954, as 
amended 1955, I herewith submit the annual report 
of the Superintendent of Schools. 


This report is history making in that it is the 
last report from Schoo] Union No. 5 as it is presently 
constituted. On December 7, 1959 the Superintend- 
ing School Committees of the towns of Berwick, 
Eliot, Lebanon and South Berwick in joint session 
voted unanimously to accept the dissolution of the 
present school union into two new unions as approv- 
ed by the State Board of Education, effective June 
30, 1960. The new unions will be composed of Ber- 
wick and Lebanon as a new School Union No. 8 and 
Eliot and South Berwick as a new School Union No. 
5. 


There are several reasons for the dissolution 
of the present school unicn. First of all, there have 
been tremendous changes during the last quarter of 
a century. New conditions have brought new prob- 
lems and new needs. 


During the ten year period of 1948-49 gchoo] year 
to the 1958-59 school year the pupil population has 
increased from 1650 pupils to 2250. On the opening 
day of school on September 7, 1959 the enrollment 
for the union had increased to over 2300. 


During this same period of time the number of 
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teachers have increased from 62 to 102. On a per- 
centage basis these increases are significant. 


In addition to the growth in pupil and teacher 
enrollments, each town has a school pbuilding prob- 
lem of its own. In South Berwick a new high school 
is under construction. This makes a total of three 
high schools, at the present time, which is more than 
is usually found in one school union. 


There is every reason to believe that the new 
school unions should be very successful from an 
educational standpoint. With two towns to serve in 
place of four and a corresponding decrease in the 
number of school boards, budget committees, boards 
of selectmen, and four sets of financial records, it 
will allow the superintendent of schools to devote 
the time to supervision so essential to the operation 
of a school system. It has been pleasant working 
with these different groups, and I shall miss the 
associations. However, the time came when the de- 
mands were simply beyond the capacity of any in- 
dividual to fill. There is simply no law of Physics 
that makes it possible for a man to be in more than 
one place at any one time. 


Some will ask regarding the expense of the new 
arrangement; the answer is comparatively simple. 
In the first place, the superintendent’s salary will 
be subsidized by the state at a fixed sum of $1,350 
which leaves a balance from his gross salary ot 
$7,150. This sum is paid in equal amounts by tne 
towns of Eliot and South Rerwick. Eliot’s share will 
be $3,575, but it will also be subsidized at 49% the 
same as teachers and all other school maintenance 
items. This leaves a net cost to the town of 
$1,823.25. From this salary the Superintendent pays 
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for his traveling expenses amounting to approxi- 
mately $1,200 yearly. 


Schools began, technically speaking, on Mon- 
day, September 7, 1959, for the opening of the new 
school year. As this was a legal holiday, the doors 
of the school were not actually opened until the 
following day, Tuesday, September 8. On this date 
the teachers of Eliot met for a morning meeting with 
the superintendent of schools and other teachers of 
School Union No. 5 at the So. Berwick Civic Center. 
After the morning meeting, the Eliot teachers met 
with their principals for special planning and organ- 
ization. The afternoon was devoted to rvenaration 
for the pupils who began work on Wednesday 
morning, September 9, 1959. 


There have been some changes in the staff 
since last year. However, these changes have been 
slight because of the excellent salary schedule and 
teaching conditions which have prevailed in Eliot 
during the last few years. Teachers new this year 
are as follows:

One teacher was found in a new position. For- 
mer Coach Lawrence DeLois was elected subprin- 
cipal in the Central School. A previous substitute 
teacher, Grace M. Bailey, taught regularly during 
the first semester while Shirley E. Dufresne was on 
leave of absence for study. 


Due to the resignation of Philice Burt, it was 
necessary to hire a new art teacher. George Mac- 
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Lean has been teaching in this department since 
September. 


The resignation of our music SUPerviser, 
Bugene H. Ploof, late in the season made it pressing 
to find a music supervisor in a short space of time. 
We were fortunate in finding one who has very ably 
taken over this position, Evelyn N. Lopez. The new 
members ef the staif are all in the grades except 
Russell Wilkins of the High School staff. For those 
whe are interested in details a table of statistics 
pertaining to the teachers is as follows:

Mrs. Mary Berylson has signified her intention of retiring 
at the end of the present school year in June 1960. She has 
had a rich experience in her chosen field, and I wish her the 
best of things this life has to offer in the days ahead. I am sure 
her many friends will join me in these good wishes. 


INSTRUCTION 


Pupil progress again has been very satisfactory 
on the different grade levels. The strong program 
in reading is continuing to pay dividends in higher 
achievements in this field. Standardized achievement 
tests have been used to verify and supplement these 
opinions. It is planned to continue this program until 
it reaches every pupil. Reading is the most import- 
ant subject in the first few grades of the pupil’s 
school life. Without sufficient ability in reading, it 
is impossible to achieve satisfactorily in any other 
subject. It takes a highly trained teacher to teach 
reading as it should be taught. 


TEXTBOOKS 


We are keeping the textbooks up to date year by 
year, but there will be an increase in the total cost. 
One reason may be seen at a glance in the several 
grade enrollments. It will be noticed that there are 
three divisions of the lower grades through the 
fourth. Next year there will be three divisions of the 
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fifth. As this wave of larger grades advances, it will 
mean purchasing new books for each pupil in excess 
of the previous maximum grade enrollment. 


The Eliot School Department maintains very 
efficient conveyance services. It has come to the 
time when study will have to be given to making 
greater efficiency. It is pcssible that by having pu- 
pils walk a reasonable distance to a common bus 
stop, that some time may be saved and less wear and 
tear be given to the mechanics of the bus. There is 
also the possibility that bus shelters may be used to 
advantage. Many towns are doing this at the present 
time. It eliminates the weather hazard to a large 
extent and thereby makes it possible for pupiis to 
walk in certain areas to meet the bus instead of the 
bus going to meet the pupils. 


The reason for these suggested possibilities 
will seem more clear as one studies the figures show- 
ing the increase in conveyance costs during a period 
of five or six years. Although the costs are increas- 
ing, the town should still plan to expend more 
money again this year for the purchase of another 
bus. This item will be placed in the budget. 


FINANCES 


As may be expected, the budget shows an in- 
crease over the past year. However, it should be 
noted that there is a large increase in the state sub- 
sidy for schools which largely offsets the advancing 
cost of education. The school board also has under 
consideration a request from the teachers for a revi- 
sion in the salary schedule. This is being considered 
in view of the needs of education and also from the 
view point of the taxpayer. Fortunately or unfortun- 
ately, both have to be considered: 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The school buildings in Eliot as a whole are in 
good condition. Much money has been expended 
in the last few years to make necessary improve- 
ments. However, it is necessary to give serious 
thought to the future because of changes due to 
growth. This growth is not only in the school popu- 
lation but a growth in the curriculum requirements 
necessary to meet the challenge of the world of 
today. More building is indicated and more equip- 
ment essential. 


The immediate need in Eliot is for more space 
in the high school. It is very evident that one more 
room was needed this year. At the present time one 
class is being held in a room originally designed for 
storage in the gymnasium annex. 


The commercial department should also have 
more space. One may see at a glance in this depart- 
ment that it is crowded to say the least. It would be 
desirable to have more space for the industrial arts 
shop, and the science laboratory could be improved. 


There are several possible solutions to the 
school housing problem in Eliot. There are prob- 
ably as may opinions as to how this problem should 
be solved. Briefly some of the possibilities are as 
follows: 


1. The state representative of the Industrial 
Arts department says that the old gymnasium could 
be converted into an Industrial Arts shop. This would 
release the old shoproom to be made into two class- 
rooms. If the high school enrollment should remain 
comparatively . static, this kind of solution might 
serve for some time. 
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29. A second solution would be to add a wing 
to the high school building which was discussed last 
year. 


8. Another possible solution “would be the 
construction of a new high school building. This 
could be constructed on the Hammond lot, so called. 
This arrangement would allow the present high 
school building to be used for grades five, six, seven, 
and eight, leaving the subprimary and first four 
grades in the Primary School as at present. 


4. A fourth solution would be the construc- 
tion of an elementary school on the Hammond lot 
so that the present primary building could serve as 
a junior high school unit in connection with the pre- 
sent gymnasium and high school building. This ar- 
rangement would allow the grade pupils to have the 
playground adjacent to the school which is a very 
desirable and necessary factor in the administration 
of the elementary school. There is also the possibi- 
lity that the present Central School could serve ade- 
quately as a subprimary building. The two class- 
rooms on the first floor could easily handle two divi- 
sions in the forenoon and two in the afternoon. 


There are arguments for and against any of 
these possible arrangements. However, there are 
three fundamental facts that should be observed in 
any deliberations regarding the school housing pro- 
blem; first is the borrowing capacity of the town of 
Eliot. Second is the present cost of amortization of 
the bonded debt, and the third point to keep in 
mind is that any type of building erected on the 
Hammond lot should be on the farther side of the 
lot from the Primary School. This is to give as much 
freedom as possible for the lower grades without 
interference from the more advanced pupils of the 
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upper grade levels. In this connection it ig generally 
recognized by educators that the lower grade play- 
grounds should be adjacent and as close as possible 
to the lower grade building. 


An educational program that is sound must re- 
cognize the importance of education at every grade 
level. There are many desirable features in regard 
to a brand new high school building. The final deci- 
sion regarding the solution of Eliot’s problems must 
hie in the cooperative efforts of the various groups 
interested in the welfare of both the pupil and the 
citizen. 


BUDGET 


The budget as usual has been prepared after 
extensive study and research. Few towns present as 
detailed lists as is presented by your school board. 
There are many factors in a school budget which 
are unpredictable. Probably no phase of town fin- 
ancing is subject to more fluctuations. To illustrate 
the point, there is never any guarantee as to the 
exact enrollment of any particular grade from one 
year to the next. There is also a variation in the 
amount of supplies that a teacher or a grade may 
use in any one year. No one can tell in advance what 
may go wrong mechanically on a school bus. There 
is also considerable variation, at times, in the sub- 
sidy which may be expected from some sources. 
There is also no way of telling what it is going to 
cost to replace a certain teacher in case of a sudden 
vacancy. These are only a few of illustrations which 
might be used to point out this feature of budgeting. 


The budget does provide for certain needs as 
outlined. For your consideration the complete school 
budget is presented as follows:

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF ELIOT HIGH SCHOOL 


To Mr. Hubert E. Redding, Superintendent of 
Schools: 


Once again, through this report, I wish to call 
the attention of our townspeople to some of the 
significant aspects of Eliot High School during the 
past year, 


Our biggest problem remains, with the present 
number of rooms and teachers, that of giving a well- 
rounded education to all of our students. This year 
we have used as a classroom, a room designed for 
the storage of auditorium chairs. More harmful, 
but less noticeable, has been the shrinking of our 
curriculum offerings and the increase in the size of 
our classes. Most of the effect of the cutbacks has 
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thus far been borne by the students who plan to get 
all their formal education in Eliot. More than that, 
we have not begun to use our gymnasium for the 
physical development of all our boys and girls. An 
accredited high school will help us to do more of 
what you would like to have us do. The list of ac- 
ereditated Maine high schools will not include ours 
next year. Shouldn’t it be soon? The hiring of Mrs. 
Chandler illustrates a step in the right direction. 
She has demonstrated the worth of a school secre- 
tary; already she has found ways to help each of 
us get our work done more effectively. 


On the extra-curricular side, we have had a 
successful year in both competitive and non-compe- 
titive activities. Our girls’ basketball team won a 
championship, as did the baseball team. Glee Club, 
Band and Drama Guild all brought favorable com- 
ments from those who heard them. Our Safety 
Council won statewide recognition. 


Mrs. Lopez, our new music supervisor, has add- 
ed a course in music appreciation and has spent one 
period weekly with a new instrumental group. Mr. 
MacLean, our new Art instructor, has been able to 
offer our students, Art at a level not before possible. 
Mr. Wilkins, since coming to us in September, has 
worked tirelessly against discouraging odds in ath- 
letics, with our boys. If you have a son or daughter 
at Eliot High School, encourage him to attempt at 
least one of these activities. Should you be a person 
who is horrified by the bad deeds of young people 
about whom you read and hear, come more often 
to see our students, both at work and at play. It will 
restore your faith in human nature. 


I know you are interested in the efforts of our 
newcomers; but I am sure also that you are well 
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aware that the main strength of our school depends 
upon the superior performance of our teachers who 
have stayed with us from year to year and perform- 
ed many worthwhile tasks for our students. At this 
point, Iam reminded that one of our team is leaving 
us at the end of the school year. Mrs. Mary Berylson 
has so deeply intrenched herself in our affections 
and our respect, that I shrink from the thought of 
Eliot High School without her. Happily she plans to 
live among us, and we can still repay her in part for 
all that she has done for us. 


Again, I thank all of you who have helped 
education at Eliot High School; your cooperation 
has not only made my job pleasant — it has also 
made our success possible.

Our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards and accord- 
ingly included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we consid- 
ered necessary in the circumstances. Insofar as could 
be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been 
properly handled with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments. 


In our opinion, the accompanying exhibits and 
schedules fairly present the results of the financial 
operations of the Town for the year ended February 
10, 1960, in conformity with generally accepted 
municipal accounting principals applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year.

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COMMENTS 


CASH ON HAND AND IN BANKS $ 4,158.43 


The cash balance was checked and ascertained 
to be in agreement with the amount on deposit. In- 
dependent confirmation was made of all checking 
accounts with the Community Trust Company of 
Kittery. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE $24,440.00 


This amount represents the sum due as a school 
subsidy from the United States Department of Ed- 
ucation. As it is not the policy of the U. 8S. Govern- 
ment to confirm amounts due, the Town has received 
in lieu thereof, a telegram from U. 8S. Senator 
Muskie under date of February 11, 1960. that this 
sum will be forthcoming in due course. We examined 
the telegram received by the Town. 


UNCOLLECTED TAXES $ 433.37 


Unpaid personal property taxes and sixth-eight 
unpaid polls, comprise the above amount, the detail 
of which is reported and Schedules 1 and 2. Because 
of the nature of these assessments, the charges were 
not subject to tax deed action at the close of the 
fiscal year. 


Requests for verification were mailed to 47% 
of the unpaid 1959 taxes, computed on a dollar basis, 
or to 82% excluding the polls. 


TAX DEEDS $11,611.18 


All payments on tax deeds as evidenced by 
Treasurer’s receipts were checked and found to 
be credited to the proper items with some minor 
adjustments. The detail of this account appears in 
Schedule 3. 
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Independent request for verification was made 
of the entire list of tax deeds outstanding at the end 
of the fiscal year and remaining unpaid at the time 
of our audit. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND FOR 
SCHOOL BUSES $ 1,155.92 


During the year this account was increased by 
$56.41 interest earned on the time deposit and re- 
duced by $1,235.14 to apply against the purchase 
of a school bus as authorized in Article 24 of the last 
town meeting. The detail presented in Schedule 7. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND FOR 
NEW FIRE HOUSE . $12,967.49 


The activity in this account appears in Schedule 
7. The fund was increased during the year by 
$2,500.00 appropriated at the last town meeting, 
and $332.07, interest earned on the time deposit. 
In support we examined pass book No. 67169 of 
the Piscataqua Savings Bank. 


ROAD EQUIPMENT RESERVE FUND  $ 6,829.64 


An outline of the activity in this account ap- 
pears in Schedule 8, annexed to this report. The 
account was increased in the amount of $3,959.59 
from earning of the town’s motor equipment and 
from interest earned on the savings account. Pur- 
chase of an automatic sander in the amount of 
$1,375.00 was charged to the account, Bie in 
a balance of $6,829.64 at years end. | 


TRUST FUNDS $15,607.17 


The transactions in the trust funds created for 
cemetery care and other purposes were reviewed 
and the results are presented in Schedules 9, 10 and 
11. Balances in the various time deposits were sup- 
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ported by individual pass books, all of which were 
examined.

Unpaid obligations of the Town at the close 
of the fiscal year consisted of the following amounts:

Withholding and social security taxes represent 
the unremitted accruals for the months of January 
and February of amounts withheld from employees 
of the town during that period. The balance due for 
safe repairs made after the robbery, the amount of 
which is in dispute with the Mosler Safe Co. The 
last item is the result of a detailed check of the tax 
collectors for the year which disclosed the above 
overpayment, due to duplication of listing on tax 
sheets and other reasons.

WOODLAND ACRES DEVELOPMENT $ 3,555.82 


Assessments collected for sewerage, less cer- 
tain charges, make up the above balance. No dis- 
position has been made of the residual balance.

The liability for notes outstanding was exter- 
nally confirmed. Cancelled notes and bonds were 
examined in support of retirements, excepting in the 
case of one note. Bank acknowledgement of the 
payment was available in this instance. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED 
EXPENDITURES $10,556.98 | 


This account represents the collective amount 
of unexpended balances of departmental accounts 
being carried forward to the ensuing year. Analysis 
of the individual amounts comprising the total, is 
presented in the Statement of Departmental Oper- 
ations—Exhibit D. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS $ 7,976.66 


The net beneficial gain resulting from current 
operating accounts lapsed, supplemental taxes and 
interest and fees collected amounted to $5,997.68 
for the year. Charged against this account were. 
abatements, a personal property loss by robbery not 
covered by insurance, plus the transference of funds 
to several operating accounts as authorized at a 
special town meeting, totalling $4,187.64. This re- 
sulted in a net increase in the free surplus for the 
municipal year of $1,810.04. 


A detailed analysis of the account appears in 
Exhibit C. 


GENERAL 
Corporate surety bonds issued by the American 
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surety Company of New York, covering the Treas- 
urer and the Tax Collector, in the sum of $10,000.09 
each, were examined. The School Principal is bond- 
ed as well for $1,000.00. 


Excise tax collections were verified by scrutiny 
of the. copies retained by the Collector and were 
found to be in order after several adjustments were 
made. 


The overlay was ascertained to be in agreement 
with the legal limit of five percent of the appropri- 
ations, plus the county tax.

(1) A detailed examination of the Tax Col- 
lectors records indicated areas for improve- 
ment. If each sheet is balanced with each 
receipt book AND the money on hand, 
differences will be located and corrected 
as they occur. The striking over of incor- 
rect amounts on the collection sheets should 
be replaced by erasure and insertion of 
the correct amount, thereby eliminating 
the confusion as to the correct amount; 


(2) It is reeommended that a savings account 
be established for sewerage assessment 
funds not to be immediately employed 
thus enhancing the funds when needed. 
Our suggestions in the past for other funds 
has yielded considerable income to the 
Town.

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(3) The substantial increase in unpaid tax

deeds as well as personal property taxes 
and polls in the past few years should be 
regarded with concern by the Town offic- 
ers. An energetic campaign to collect these 
delinquent amounts should be productive of 
considerable income ;

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Report of the Selectmen 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Eliot: 


It is the responsibility of your Town Officials 
to be fair and impartial] to all the Inhabitants of 
the Town. To be sympathetic with their problems 
and at the same time endeavor to keen the financia! 
problems of the Town in proper prospect. The fin- 
ancial problems of the Town are many and varied. 
Sometimes the final solution to a problem is not 
always agreeable to all interested parties mainly 
because opinions can differ. However, every action 
taken by your board this year has been, in their 
judgement, a better solution and in the best inter- 
est of the whole town. 


In 1960, the Kittery Electric Light Company 
and the Public Service Company of New Hamp- 
shire took action against the Town of Etiot for 
abatement in their taxes. The settlement of this 
problem was effected out of court rather than in 
court since the Board of Selectmen considered that 
a definite solution-was better than gambling in 
court and probably getting an indefinite and un- 
favorable solution. The action was based on the 
results of expert appraisers and the legal advice of 
our attorneys. Under the settlement, your Board 
of Selectmen as Assessors, abated the tax value of 
Kittery Electric and Public Service Company prop- 
erty as follows: 


A. Kittery Electric 1959 tax values reduced 
from $147,848 to $90,000. 


B. Kittery Electric 1960 tax values reduced 
from $147,843 to $80,000. 
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C. Public Service 1960 tax values reduced 
from $137,344 to $95,000. 


It is the law that in accordance with these a- 
batements which the Board of Assessors have the 
sole and complete authority to adjust, that the tax 
bills were corrected as follows: 


A. Kittery Electric 1959 tax bill reduced 
from $10,792.54 to $6,570. 


B. Kittery Electric 1960 tax bill reduced 
from $11,088.23 to $6,000. 


C. Public Service 1960 tax bill reduced from 
$10,300.80 to $7,125. — 


We would also like to point out that under 
these settlements, we lost $12,486.08 in tax revenue. 
Because this money had been budgeted, it was nec- 
essary to borrow in order to replace it or arrange a 
payment program. The latter method was preferred 
and a payment plan was obtained from the Power 
Companies. As a result of this, the Selectmen avoid- 
ed borrowing the $12,486.03 and also avoided pay- 
ing interest on the settlement agreement. 


During the past year a new lease was execut- 
ed between the John F. Hill Grange and the Town 
so that we shall have the Town Hall for another 
five year period. 


The Town dump has been kept open continual- 
ly during the past year for the convenience of the 
Town people and at a substantial savings. We ask 
your cooperation in not dumping in the center of 
the dump area but rather at the back edge of the 
dump. By doing this, there will be a further saving 
of tax money since the dump will require less per- 
iodic attention. | 
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We appreciate the cooperation which the 
School Committee gave us this year and wish to 
thank them for releasing a part of the Centra! 
School lot for our new Firehouse building. Mr. 
Boyce of the C & S Construction Company, which 
is building the new Firehouse, has been very help- 
ful and cooperative in the construction. Further, 
the quality of the work has been very good and the 
building is progressing most satisfactorily.

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IMPORTANT 


All Taxpayers Should Read the Following Require- 
ments and Comply With Them 


Chapter 92, Section 36 of the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1954 requires the Assessors to give notice 
to bring in lists of taxable property; if no lists are 
brought in, NO CLAIM FOR ABATEMENT. 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors 
shall give seasonable notice in writing to the inhab- 
itants by posting notifications in some public place 
in town, or shall notify them in such other way as 
the town directs, to make and bring in to them true 
and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, 
of which they were possessed on the first day of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, or any non-resident owner after being 
reasonably requested thereto by the assessors, does 
not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his 
right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for an abatement on his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident own- 
ers may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or given 
by any other method that brings notice home to the 
taxpayer.”’ 


In accord with the above, all resident and non- 
resident taxpayers are hereby requested to bring 
into the assessors true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all of their estates, real and personal, as of April 
1, 1960. 
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The polls of all persons who have attained the 
age of 70 years are now exempt under Chapter 914A, 
Section 10, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954. 


NOTICE 


The assessors will be in session at the Municipal 
Offices on the 6th and 7th of April, from 7 p.m. to 
9 p.m. for the purpose above stated. 


ATTENTION DOG OWNERS 


Chapter 100, Section 10 of the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1954, requires: ‘‘On or before the first 
day of April of each year, the owner or keeper of 
any dog six months old or over shall apply to the 
city or town clerk either orally or in writing, for a 
license for each such dog owned or kept by him.” 


Chapter 100, Section 13 of the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1954, notice: ‘Whoever keeps a dog con- 
trary to the provisions of Section 9 to 28, inclusive, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 to 
be recovered by complaint before any trial justice 
or municipal court in the county where such owner 
or keeper resides.”

The librarian submits the following report to 


the selectmen and the citizens of Eliot. 


First, I wish to explain the amount of cash on 
hand.’ Two new reference books (Who Was Wha 
and an Atlas) and 17 books being rebound will have 
to be paid for in February and as I will not receive 
the town stipend until March I have saved this 


money for these bills. 
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17,493 books were taken out in 1960—the larg- 
est number record in our library. The town has in- 
creased 20% in the last ten years and the circulation 
in the library has doubled which is certainly some- 
thing to be pleased about. 162 cards were signed 
by new patrons. 369 books were added to the li- 
brary—89 of these were gifts 14 of which were me- 
morial books in memory of Mr. Wm. Kennard, Mrs. 
Lulu Kennard, Brenda Nixon and Mr. Harrison 
Richardson. 95 books were loaned by the State Li- 
brary mostly for high school students. 


On Dec. 14th Mrs. Wm. Murphy Jr. resigned 
as assistant librarian. We were very sorry for she 
has been a very pleasant helper. But we were fortu- 
nate in having Mrs. John Walton take her place and 
she is already proving to be a fine assistant. Miss 
Linda Nixon is also helping in the library after 
school hours. Theresa Varrell and Timothy Sears 
have given invaluable help since September in work 
on the card catologue. 


The success of the library depends upon many 
people. 


The trustees meet monthly and plan and care 
for its needs. Mr. Staples, our custodian, always 
keeps the building clean, warm and attractive. Mr. 
Charles Grover sees that the road and parking space 
is clear during this snowy winter. (An average of 
over 100 cars stop at the library every Wed. and 
Sat.) The teachers continue to cooperate with the 
library by having boxes of books in their rooms. 


The bus drivers help to make the “Story Hour” 
a success by bringing the children to the library 
every other Wednesday by bus so that they all ar- 
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rive at once. And of course we couldn’t have a story 
hour if it were not for a group of young mothers 
who volunteer their time and talent as story tellers. 
The Garden Club provides flowers in summer and 
Christmas arrangements in December. “‘The Friends 
of the Library” are always ready to help in any way 
they can and provide four interesting evening pro- 
grams every year. If you are not a member, why 
don’t you join? Membership is $1.00 per year. We 
need all of you. 


If you are glad there is a library in our town, 
if you are glad your children have a library in our 
town, show your appreciation, join “The Friends of 
the Library.”

At this time I would like to thank the officers 
and members of the Fire Department for their fine 
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work, also the Town Officers for their cooperation 
through-out the year.

The firemen have invested approximately $400.

Four of our firemen attended the New Hamp- 
shire State School in Fitzwilliam, New Hampshire 
last September. Eight junior firemen also attended. 


We are having a firemen’s School at the pres- 
ent time, which is sponsored by the State. The in- 
structors are firemen who attended a two weeks 
course at the University of Maine.

We have placed markers on a number of homes 
in Eliot. These markers indicate that an invalid, 
elderly or handicapped person lives there. Any 
person desiring one of these can contact any fire- 
men and have a marker affixed to their house. This 
marker is a small circular sticker that is put on 
doors and windows. In case of a fire the firemen will 
know when they arrive that someone will need 
special attention. This is being done by most of the 
local departments in other towns and in case of 
out of town help all firemen will recognize this sign. 


Our Ladies Auxiliary has been active this year 
raisine money for various needs. Our Junior Fire- 
men have been very busy both professionally and 
socially. They have taken courses and have spon- 
sored money making endeavors. 


Five hydrants have been raised to meet the 
proper requirements. Which are: Five hydrants were 
raised to allow for a twenty-four inch discharge a- 
bove ground level. This was done by the Kittery 
Water District at a cost of $408.00 per hydrant. 
We hope to have two more done next year.

Report of the Eliot Health Council 


To the Citizens of the Town of Eliot, Maine: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the 
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Eliot Health Council: 


This year the Eliot Health Couneil voted to 
sponsor a speech therapy program in your school 
system with the approval of the members of the 
School Board, with the result that about 25 children 
are receiving assistance in speech difficulties. 


The program was introduced last October with 
Mrs. Charles E. Powell in charge of arrangements 
assisted by the staff of the Portsmouth Rehabilita- 
tion Center. A speech therapist from the center con- 
ducts classes every Tuesday during school hours on 
a self paying basis. The result of the service has 
been most gratifying. 


The clinic room set up last year in the primary 
school under the sponsorship of this organization 
has proved its worth and a few more articles for 
that area have been purchased. These include such 
articles as blankets, dressing screen, and bed paper 
for the cot. At the present time portable shelves are 
being constructed for storage and a committee is in- 
vestigating the possibility of purchasing balanced 
scales for use in school physicals. The Civil Defense 
Unit has loaned several articles which have been 
most useful. Mrs. Kenneth Moulton heads the com- 
mittee in charge of this project. 


The monthly meetings of the Well Baby Con- 
ferences, for pre-school children have continued 
throughout the year. They are held on the fourth 
Thursday of each month in the vestry of the South 
Eliot Methodist Church with Dr. Thomas 8. Conroy 
of Portsmouth in attendance. He is assisted by Mrs. 
Marea L. Clements, public health nurse, and Mrs. 
Harry A. Walker R.N., conference chairman, and 
members of the council. 
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Physical examinations, smallpox vaccinations, 
whooping cough, diptheria and tetenus innocula- 
tions and polio immunizations are offered at the 
clinic. All records are strictly confidential and are 
turned over to the school department when the 
child is old enough to attend, thus keeving health 
records from infancy through the grades intact. 


Under the chairmanship of Mrs. Kenneth Moul- 
ton assisted by Mrs. Wilbur H. Place and Mrs. Rob- 
ert W. Allain, 165 pupils of grades 3 and 6 and the 
high school received physicals this year. This pro- 
gram is offered annually and takes in all pupils who 
participate in athletics. 


Mrs. Sherman L. Pelton, dental chairman, re- 
ports the annual sodium fluoride application project 
was held again this year for pre-school children and 
those of grades 2, 5, and 8. Two dental hygienists 
from the State Division of Dental Health completed 
the work over a period of eight days. The program 
consisted of four applications of sodium fluoride, a 
dental prophylaxis, a mouth examination and a 
demonstration of proper tooth brushing methods for 
all the 92 children who attended. Every effort will 
be made to present the program again this coming 
year. 


In times of illness the citizens of this town are 
invited to make use of our loan closet where such 
items as hospital beds, wheel chairs, crutches, bed 
tables and smaller articles needed in times of sick- 
ness are available. Mrs. Powell is caretaker of the 
“loset and may be contacted at anytime. Another 
service offered by this council may be obtained from 
the council nutritionists, Mrs. Joseph T. Bishop and 
Mrs. Carleton Staples who may be consulted on diet 
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problems. Free literature on the subject is avail- 
able. 


In closing may we take this opportunity to 
thank Dr. Conroy for his outstanding assistance and 
cooperation and for the support of the townspeople 
in the programs we offer.

There were eight cases of dog bites reported 
and investigated. 
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I have been available in the clinic room at the 


primary school two mornings a week, Mondays and: 


Thursdays from 8:15 to 9:15 for parents who wish 
health certificates for their children’s readmission to 
school. 


The following immunizations were given at the 
annual clinics held last spring. They were: dip- 
theria, whooping cough and tetanus 117; diptheria 
and tetanus 13; smallpox vaccinations 44; first, sec- 
ond and third polio 2538. 


I will hold my first clinic in March with the 
usual immunizations to be given. 


The State Department of Health and Welfare 
approved the reappointment of Daniel Kroska as 
Plumbing inspector and Wesley Remick as alternate 
Plumbing inspector for this year.

Report of the Public Health Nurse 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total 
of the health of individuals and families living in a 
community. An organized program for public health 
is one that offers those individuals and families 
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every possible chance of living and enjoying life, 
free from the handicaps of preventable disease and 
disability. 


In more formal terms, the objective of a public 
health program is to bring to all the people the bene- 
fits of modern medical and related sciences includ- 
ing the care and rehabilitation of the sick and dis- 
abled, the promotion of healthful living, and the 
prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attain- 
ing of this objective. All together they make up a 
‘health team.” The public health nurse is an essen- 
tial member of this team. She shares in planning and 
action with other workers in the fields of health, ed- 
ucation, and welfare; with physicians, hospitals, 
clinics; with school personnel; with citizen groups. 
One of her important functions is coordination with 
the others involved to provide public health services 
to individuals, families, and community. 


Citizens of the community are also essential 
members of the health team. Alert to the health 
needs of their community, taking their share of re- 
sponsibility to meet these needs, their contribution 
as health workers is indispensable to the effective- 
ness of the public health program. A vital, dynamic, 
working “health team’ in the local community 
strenethens the public health not only of that com- 
munity, but also of the State and the Nation. 


Eliot’s health team is made up primarily of 
your health council; Doctor Conroy, the physician 
for school programs and the child health confer- 
ences; Mrs. Shea, health officer; school personnel 
and your public heath nurse. It has been a busy year 
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with excellent cooperation from each member of 
the team. 


In January one hundred and forty-two audio- 
meter tests were given by your public health nurse. 
The hearing of the second grade pupils and all stu- 
dents referred by the teachers as possibly hard of 
hearing were tested. Parents of those found to have 
a hearing loss were notified of the results and need 
for examination by a doctor. 


Nine child health conferences were held at the 
South Eliot Methodist Church. Here 31 babies and 
84 preschool children were given at least one phys- 
ical examination by Doctor T. S. Conroy. Any devi- 
ation from normal was explained to the mother and 
she was referred to her family physician for treai- 
ment. Twenty-seven first smallpox vaccinations and 
six revaccinations, 25 initial and 42 boosters immu- 
nizations for whooping cough, diphtheria, and teta- 
nus, plus 34 third and 35 fourth polio inoculations 
were given. 


Pertinent information obtained from child 
health conference records was used to complete 
school health records at preschool registration in 
the spring. Your public health nurse attended this 
for the first time this year. It seemed a very worth- 
while experience as she had an opportunity to talk 
again with many mothers before this vitally impor- 
tant step in the child’s life. To start school a child 


should be physically fit and protected as well as_ 


possible from disease. 


The regular school physical program which in- 
cludes an examination of each pupil in grades three, 
six, nine, 12 and athletes was completed in Novem- 
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ber. One hundred sixty-five students were examined. 
These are check-ups only, again children are re- 
ferred to the family physician for evaluation and 
treatment. Abnormal conditions found were: enlarg- 
ed tonsils, heart murmurs, undescended testicle, 
wax in ears, deafness, albumen or sugar in urine. 
Notices were sent to parents if further attention was 
needed. 


Re-examination for visual acuity of 25 pupils 
was done by your public health nurse at school. 
These were referred by the teachers as question- 
able. After a conference between the nurse and 
teacher parents were notified if examination by a 
doctor was needed. 


Clinics used to supplement the work of the team 
and private physicians have been begun. The list 
includes State of Maine Cardiac, Crippled Children’s 
Clinics, Service for the Blind, and special clinic for 
preschool children held in Waterville; Cystic Fibro- 
sis and Tuberculosis Clinics at the Maine Medical 
Center, a chest x-ray clinic at York Hospital estab- 
lished by your York County Tuberculosis Health As- 
sociation and Crippled Children’s and Tuberculosis 
Clinics at Portsmouth. 


Your public health nurse is frequently the con- 
necting link between those in need of care and the 
care itself. This is accomplished by visits to the 
homes. Some may be for health supervision of the 
baby or preschool child and some for follow up of 
the local programs and clinics previously described. 
Wherever she visits her aim is good health for all 
members of the family. 


Your Eliot Health Council has participated in 
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nearly all phases of this program. A more detailed 
account of their activities will be found elsewhere 
in this report. May I take this opportunity to thank 
them and all other members of the team as well as 
the York County Tuberculosis and Health Associa- 
tion for their cooveration this past year.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Eliot: 


In compliance with Paragraph 3, Section 87 of 
Chapter 41 of the Revised Statutes of 1954, as amen- 
ded 1955, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 


The annual report as submitted herewith again 
makes history as it is the first report of the town of 
Eliot as a part of the new School Union No. 5. On 
July 1, 1960 the towns of Eliot and South Berwick 
became a separate school union. This arrangement 


has proved to be very satisfactory because of the’ 


fact that more time of the superintending of schools 
has been made available for these two growing and 
expanding communities. 


Schools began, technically speaking, on Mon- 
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day, September 5, 1960, for the opening of the new 
school year. As this was a legal holiday, the doors 
of the schools were not actually opened until the 
following day, Tuesday, September 6. On this date 
the teachers of Eliot met for a morning meeting with 
the Superintendent of Schools and other teachers of 
School Union No. 5 at the So. Berwick Civic Center. 
After the morning meeting, the Eliot teachers met 
with their principals for special planning and organ- 
ization. The afternoon was devoted to preparations 
for the pupils who began work on Wednesday morn- 
ing, September 7, 1960. 


We have had a very successful year beginning 
September 1960 because of the very low turnover of 
teachers. New teachers in Eliot this year are as fol-

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INSTRUCTION 


Standardized achievement tests supplemented 
by teacher’s judgment show that the pupils are 
making good progress in practically every level of 
schooling in Eliot. Emphasis is being placed on the 
so called fundamentals of Education. The strong 
reading program instituted in the lower erades has 
become well established. The results are discernible 
through the first five grades of the elementary 
school program. 


A very commendable job has been done by the 
several principals and subprincipals in laying out 
the objectives and plans for the different pupils in 
the different schools in Eliot. It is the first time an 
effort of this kind has been made in the lower 
grades. This has been a noteworthy effort, and it wil! 
meet with hearty approval. 


These reports from the several schools will be 
available to the public in the near future, and it is 
my thought that the citizens of Eliot wiil be well 
pleased with the studies which may be designated 
as a combination of manual, curriculum guide, and 
the philosophy of the school. These handbooks will 
be reviewed and improved from time to time and 
become a regular part of the educational! system of 
Eliot for the elementary grades and the High 
School. 


TEXTBOOKS 


Textbooks in general are in good condition and 
adequate. Teachers are emphasizing to the pupil 
the need of proper care of books as they cost mon- 
ey. The budget will provide for the replacing of 
those texts which become obsolete and for the sup- 
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plementing of those texts which are needed by any 
new pupils coming into the school system. 


CONVEY ANCE 


A complete survey of the conveyance services 
was made during the fall term. In connection with 
this study the School Board reduced the nuinber of 
bus stops by approximately one-third. The main 
objective for this change in policy was to cave time, 
wear and tear on the bus from unnecessary starting 
and stopping, and possibly a small saving in gaso- 
line. The parents have been very cooperative in 
this effort to improve the conveyance services. Ev- 
ery little helps in a project of this size. The time 
may come when further improvement may be ob- 
tained by the strategic placing of bus shelters for 
the convenience of pupils transported to schools. 


The plan for replacing an old bus for a new 
one should be continued for the coming school year. 
A special article will provide an opportunity for the 
town to vote on this item. 


BUDGET 


The budget will show an increase over the pre- 
vious year due largely to the increased cost of ser- 
vices, such as instruction. This is to be expected. A 
new teacher has been added to the staff this year, 
and the full expense of this educationa! improve- 
ment is reflected in the budget. 


Administration is budgeted on a different basis 
than in previous years due to the fact that there 
are now two towns in the union instead of four. An- 
other reason is because of the accepted plan for 
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grouping under the title of Administration such 
items as the salary of the superintendent of schools, 
the salary of the secretary, the salary of the School 
Board, and Eliot’s share of the prorated expenses of 
the Union office. 


The item in the budget labeled “Bills Payable”’ 
is due to the fact that there were not enough funds 
to pay for these bills. The same is true of the item 
labeled “Social Security.” This shortage was due to 
the fact that with good intentions the Budget Com- 
mittee overestimated the Federal resources by ap- 
proximately $8,000.00. However, with judicious 
spending and two back payments on Federal sub- 
sidy, the shortage was reduced to about $3,800.00. 


The budget estimate for Federal subsidy was $32,- 
987.00. Actual receipts during the fiscal year end- 
ing February 10, 1961 were as follows: 


January 10, 1961 $25,183.00 
October 17, 1960 1,530.76 
September 8, 1960 2,475.85 


This made a total of $29,189.61. 


Again it is my strong recommendation that 
only those funds be budgeted which we can actual- 
ly count as dependable resources. Budgeting a re- 
source on what Congress may do, or the State Leg- 
islature may do, is not the best way of doing busi- 
ness as I see it. The results of this type of oudgeting 
is clearly evident. It has not only increased the 
necessary appropriation for the coming year, but it 
has also deprived us of certain items which would 
have been purchased for school use as originally 
nlanned. The budget is as follows:

1. A balance of $6,297.23 last year was well received. A 
similar balance would have been very helpful this year. 


2. In view of the Budget Committee’s recommendation 
of an appropriation of $142,000, the School Board has agreed 
to go along with this estimate with the understanding that it 
may be necessary to hold a special town meeting to appropriate 
more funds. 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The time has come when an addition should be 
built on to the Eliot High School. The need for more 
Industrial Arts space and for more space for the 
Sciences is imperative. It should be borne In mind 
that the Eliot High School building is essentially 
the same size as when constructed in 1940. The 
high school enrollment has increased since that 
time, and it is going to increase more. A survey 
shows that it should approximate a figure of 300 
pupil enrollment within a ten year period. 


It would be my recommendation, as I have 
stated on several occasions, that the Higa School, 
Gymnasium, and Primary School, should eventual- 
ly become a Junior-Senior High School unit with a 
separate elementary school building for the first 
six grades constructed on the so-called Hammond 
lot. This would be a gradual! extension of the school 
facilities and could be financed on a ieng range 
basis in harmony with long range planning. Plan- 
ning of this type may be arranged so that proper 
educational facilities may be provided for the so- 
called “Space Age’, and at the same time the tax 
rate kept at a level that citizens can live with. 


This report is followed by one from the High 
School principal, the Elementary Supervisor, and 
the Public Health Nurse. There is also a financial 
statement of the Eliot school system. 


We have made successful educational progress 
in the past year. This success has been due to no 
one individual but to the cooperation of all the 
personnel in the school system. We are a team, and 
because every one has worked to make this team a 
success, we have had a good year. 
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I wish to express my thanks and appreciation 
to all those who have worked on this educational 
team, and also to the town officials, the Budget 
Committee, and all the citizens who have helped 
so much in so many ways. May I express my thanks 
to the School Board for their many hours of faith- 
ful work in helping to work out the problems as 
they have arisen and to plan wisely for the future.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
ELIOT HIGH SCHOOL 


To Mr. Hubert R. Redding, Superintendent of 
Schools: 


Fortunately, most members of our Eliot High 
School staff remained with us this year, for continu- 
ance of our standards is dependent upon stability 
of the staff. I am, at the same time, impressed by the 
cooperation that we have received from our new 
music supervisor, Miss Brown; our two new teacher- 
coaches, Mr. Whitney and Mr. MacLane; and two 
new janitors, Mr. Rowan and Mr. Foote. 


A gratifying number of our graduates each. 
year enter college; a highly desirable number go on 
to other various schools of higher learning, which af- 
ford them the increased training necessary today. 


Along with our curricular activities, we have 
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continued to round out our extra-curricular offer- 
ings. Conspicuous among our achievements this past 
year have been: our entry into the American Legion 
Oratorical Contest in which Edward Leavitt placed 
third in the state finals; two art exhibits—if you 
missed them, look for another in the Spring; the 
establishment of a local Chapter of the National 
Honor Society which gives recognition to students 
notable for a combination of scholarship, leader- 
ship, service and character; our safety council 
which, last year, was awarded a plaque as the most 
effective high school safety council in Maine; and 
our girls’ basketball team which, as this is written, 
has not been defeated in three years. 


I wish also to draw to your attention the out- 
standing display of civic responsibility shown by 
two organizations of our young men, which depend 
upon leadership outside the school, the Auxiliary 
Firemen and the Junior Police. I wish more citizens 
were aware of the responsibility shouldered and 
the civic pride felt by members of both of these or- 
ganizations. All most of us need give to insure the 
continuance of these two youthful activities is our 
whole-hearted cooperation. 


It is thought provoking, nevertheless, to find our 
school completely cut off from the rest of Maine by 
accredited high schools while ours remains merely 
approved. Whether or not our school becomes ac- 
credited, should we not soon provide part-time 
school librarian, guidance, home-economics, and 
physical education? More immediately, are we not 
still faced with an acute housing problem which can 
be solved only by construction or by double ses- 
sions?

This year for the first time we have a Speech 
Clinic in our school. The program is sponsored by 
the Eliot Health Clinic. There were 27 pupils recom- 
mended by the teachers to take this instruction. At 
the present time there are 15 pupils taking part in 
this activity. As the pupils progress and need no 
more instruction they are dropped from the list and 
other pupils are given an opportunity to participate. 


There has been a great need for this type of 
instruction, and I feel that Eliot is very fortunate in 
having this service available from the Portsmouth 
Rehabilitation Center. 


wiss Patricia Brown, our new music supervisor, 
has done an exceptionally fine job in organizing our 
music program. She has excellent ability for creat- 
ing interest in the classrooms and holding it through- 
out the class period. I feel that the program has 
been greatly improved under her direction. 


This year I have had the pleasure of working 
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with two very capable men, Mr. Wayne Moore, Sub- 
Principal of the Central School, and Mr. Robert 
Wing, Sub-Principal of the Laura V. Dame School. 
Each week we meet one night after school and dis- 
cuss problems that arise in the schools. Because of 
this cooperation we have been able to have better 
understanding between schools and teachers. 


We have compiled a school bulletin for parents 
which will be ready for distribution in the near fu- 
ture. This bulletin is something new for this schoo! 
system. Jt is not perfect and will be revised from 
time to time as the need arises. We hope you will 
enjoy it. 


Mrs. Shea, our school nurse, has made her ser- 
vices available at the school every Monday and 
Thursday morning from 8:15 A. M. to 9:00 Actus 
for children who have been out sick. This has been 
a great advantage to parents, as well as to the teach- 
ing staff. 


This year for the first time we have a night 
custodian. Because of this, the schools have been 
kent in much better condition than has been pos- 
sible in the past. 


At this time I want to extend an invitation to 
every parent and every citizen who is interested in 
our schools to visit our schoolrooms, so that they 
may know better what we, as your children’s teach- 
ers, are trying to accomplish toward their educa- 
tion. Knowing you better and you knowing us will 
enable all of us to do a much better job. 


In closing, I wish to thank the parents and the 
townspeople for their help this year. I especially 
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want to thank my teachers, the secretary, the bus 
drivers and our custodians, for their excellent co- 
operation. 


To the School Board and to Mr. Redding, I 
wish to express my appreciation for their help and 
understanding during the school year.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
A05, Section 26, of the Public Laws of 1957, and at 
your request, we have made an examination of the 
books and records of the Town of Eliot for the 
municipal year ended February 10, 1961. 


Our examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards and accord- 
ingly included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we consider- 
ed necessary in the circumstances. Insofar as could 
be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial affairs of the Town appear to have 
been properly handled, with such exceptions as may 
be noted in the accompanying comments. 


In our opinion, the accompanying exhibits and 
schedules fairly present the results of the financia! 
operations of the Town for the period designated, 
in conformity with generally accepted municipal 
accounting principals applied on a basis consistent 
with that of the preceding year.

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COMMENTS 


CASH ON HAND AND IN BANKS $43,481.51 


The cash balance was checked and ascertained 
to be in agreement with the amount on deposit. In- 
dependent request for confirmation had not been 
received from the Community Trust Company at 
the time of this report. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE $ 800.00 


This item represents an amount due general 
funds from the Road Equipment Reserve Fund, 
which had not been transferred at the time the 
books were closed. 


UNCOLLECTED TAXES $ 370.19 


Taxes committed to the Tax Collector were 
checked and after some adjustments were found to 
have been accounted for either in cash, abatements, 
deeds, or remaining outstanding on the Collector’s 
records. The detail of unpaid taxes is set forth in 
Schedules 1 and 2 and cinsist of personal property 
and poll taxes not subject to deed action at the 
close of the fiscal year. 


Mail requests for confirmation were made of 
22.6% of unpaid taxes, computed on a dollar basis, 
such confirmations being made concurrentiv with 
that of tax deeds. 


TAX DEEDS $ 8,902.16 — 


All payments on tax deeds as evidenced by 
Treasurer’s receipts were checked and found to be 
credited to the proper items after certain adjust- 
ments were made. The detail of this account appears 
in Schedule 3 which reveals a $2,700.00 reduction 
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from last year, the result of an energetic coilection 
campaign. 


Independent request for confirmation was made 
of 80.8% of the deeds listed in this schedule as 
computed on a dollar basis. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS $25,244.73 


Activity in the various trust, sinking and re- 
serve funds during the year under review, has been 
outlined in detail in Schedules 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 
annexed to this report. In accordance with the vote 
on Article 56 of the last annual town meeting, two 
of the perpetual cemetary care funds were trans- 
ferred to the Mount Pleasant Cemetary Association 
during the period. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE $15,711.69 


Unpaid obligations of the Town at the close of 
the fiscal year amounted to $15,711.69 and because 
of their size and complexity, a separate Schedule 
4 has been added to this report. In addition to the 
usual social security and withholding taxes unpaid, 
the bulk of the account consists of abatements made 
to two power companies over 1959 and 1960 taxes 
along with the legal and technical expenses incurred 
in working out the settlement. A complete analysis 
of the transaction appears in Schedule 4. 


DEFERRED REVENUE $15,101.78 


Unapplied excise taxes, for the taxable years 
1960 and 1961 make up the foregoing amount. An 
analysis is presented in Schedule 5. 


WOODLAND ACRES DEVELOPMENT § 1,494.84 


Assessments collected for sewerage, ofiset by 
certain charges have been accumulating in this ac- 
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count for the past few years. Under the year under 
review, the sum of $3,500.00 was withdrawn from 
the account and transferred to a time deposit which 
earned $82.02 in interest. A presentation of the 
fund is given in Schedule 8. 


DEBT FUND $130,737.00 


During the fiscal year notes in the amount of 
$8,000.00 were paid and bonds totalling $18,000.00 
retired. Cancelled notes and bonds were examined 
in support of these payments. 


Within the same period new obligations of 
$25,000.00 for notes to finance the completion of the 
new fire house and $2,000.00 authorized for snow 
removal, were created, thereby increasing the over- 
all debt of the Town by $1,000.00 for the year. The 
lists of notes and bonds payable at the close of the 
year appear in Schedules 6 and 7. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED 
EXPENDITURES $27,055.04 


This account represents the collective amount 
of unexpended balances of departmental accounts, 
over overdrafts being carried forward to the ensuing 
year. Analysis of the individual amounts comprising 
the total, is presented in the Statement of Depart- 
mental Operations—Exhibit D. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 
(DEFICIT) ($ 5,956.58) 


The net beneficial gain resulting from current | 


operating accounts lapsed, supplemental taxes, fees 
and interest as well as from the sale of town owned 
property, amounted to $4,665.46. Offsetting this 
taxes and tax deeds written off as uncollectible, a 
transfer of funds to the Poor account voted at a 


——————— 
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special town meeting, along with special and normal 
abatements of $13,424.45, plus special expenses 
pertaining thereto of $4,050.00, turned a net sur- 
plus at the beginning of the year of $7,976.66 into 
a deficit of $5,956.58, at the close. 


The individual items are detailed in Exhibit C 
of this report. 


GENERAL 


Corporate surety bonds issued by the American 
Surety Company of New York, covering the Trea- 
surer and the Tax Collector, in the sum of $10,000- 
.00 each, were examined. 


Excise taxes collected were verified by scrutiny 
of the copies retained by the Collector and were 
found to be in order after minor adjustments were 
made. 


The overlay was ascertained to be in agree- 
ment with the legal limit of five percent of the ap- 
propriations, plus the county tax. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In accordance with Chapter 311, of the Public 
Laws of 1957, we offer the following recommenda- 
tions for improving the financial administration of 
the Town. 


(1) The wholehearted response to our recom- 
~ mendation of last year, resulted in the 
collection of $6,668.95 of tax deeds, a 
considerable portion of which were for 
back years. Constant vigilance to these 
accounts will keep the balances down to 

a minimum. In this connection, it is noted 

that in certain accounts payments have 
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(2) 
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been accepted for recent years, when 
deeds are outstanding for many years 
prior to the year in which payment has 
been accepted. It would appear that the 
uniform practice would be to apply ali 
payments against the earliest obligation 
first ; 


Painstaking accuracy in the collection 
and reporting of taxes will yield good 
dividends in accounting for such revenue 
throughout the year.
